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Summary of Annual Reports for 1925 


The Holstein-Friesian Association of America 


N VIEW of the length of the annual reports of officers 
for the year 1925, and the fact that copies of these re- 
reports are mailed to all interested parties we are 
‘adopting the practice this year of summarizing these 
reports, laying emphasis upon their more important and 
significant features. 
Report of F. L. Houghton, Secretary 

The report of Secretary F. L. Houghton for the year 
1925 shows cash receipts for the year amounting to $420,- 
$10.54, while the cash disbursements amounted to $247,- 
472.23, giving an excess of cash receipts over cash dis- 
bursements of $172,838.31. Registrations showed a slight 
falling off in 1925 as compared with 1924—1.73 per cent, 
or a total of 1,935 certificates. Even so the total number 
registered during the year was 109,594, which exceeds the 
total registrations of all other dairy breeds combined 
for the year. Total registrations in our association have 
now reached 1,538,385, of which 482,169 are males and 
1,056,216 are females. Transfers issued during the year 
showed a slight increase over 1924, the total being §87,- 
940 as compared with 87,535 in 1924. Concerning the 
matter of registrations, Secretary Houghton says: 

“The decline over 1924 was but 1.73 per cent or 1,935 cattle, 
and this may be largely accounted for in the loss resulting 
from the attempts to eradicate tuberculosis. There were noted 

m our records the death of approximately 22,000 cattle 
during 1925, thus reducing the breeding foundation appreciably 
for the reason that the larger portion were killed as reactors. 

Registration of pedigrees for the past ten years has aver- 
aged over 100,000 per year. The peak of 127,850 was reached 
in the year 1921 and was largely brought about by the attempt 
to make an accurate census of the number of purebreds of 
the breed under the additional stimulus of the likelihood of 
those remaining unrecorded being refused registration. War 
ee resulting in high prices, also had a share in the 

atter.”’

Mr. Houghton calls attention to the cost of delayed 
registrations for animals not registered until after attain- 
ing the age of twelve months. During 1925, 32 per cent 
of the registrations were subject to double fees, result- 
ing in a money loss to the breeders of $32,880. In com- 
menting on this matter, Secretary Houghton says, “Filing 
applications promptly would not only eliminate this waste. 
which is usually a matter of negligence, but it eliminates

a source of error by the breeder whose breeding data may 
have become lost or destroycd and insures accuracy in 
the record of the Secretary.” Delay in recording trans- 
fers resulted in extra fees being charged to the amount 
of $23,437. 

The membership of the Association on December 31, 
1925, had reached the total of 26,005, of which 1,310 were 
admitted during the past year. New York leads not only 
in total life memberships but also in new members for 
1925 with 167 new life members for the year or a total of 
4,785. Wisconsin, which has been gaining steadily in 
new members for some years past, was second for the 
year with 165, but with the largest total including limited 
memberships., Wisconsin now has a total of 4,260 life 
members. Minnesota and Michigan both registered a gain 
above Pennsylvania and Ohio which are in third and 
fourth places for total memberships. The following 
tables give the membership in the ten leading states and 
the total acquisitions during the past year by states and 
sections.

so that we had on hand December 31, 1925, eight dollars 
in quick or Current Assets for every dollar of Current 
Liabilities. 

From the foregoing it will be clear that the financial 
condition of the Association is thoroughly sound. 

There are certain features in connection with the 
returns of 1925 which are interesting as an indication of 
the condition of our business and possibly as to our future 
prospects. 

For four years our business thas been steadily decreas- 
ing so that each year the number of applications received 
for both registry and transfer has been less than the 
previous year. In 1925 this decrease continued during the 
first half of the year; but for the first time since 1921 the 
latter half of the year showed an increase over the same 
period of the preceding year. The following table show- 
ing a comparison by quarters will be interesting:

At this time (March 8, 1926), this gratifying increase 
is still in evidence, so that it looks as though we may have 
turned the corner and may expect increased business 
from now on, which should be the case in normal times. 

At the meeting of the Board, December 21, 1925, the 
Budget for 1926 was presented and approved. The fore- 
cast presented at that time showed gross earnings ex- 
pected for 1926 of $401,523.00, and the Budget authorized 


expenditures in the Treasurer’s, Secretary’s and Ad; 
vanced Registry departments of $325,900.00, and in the 


Extension Service, $86,200.00, making a total budget of 
$412,100.00. 

For the first time, pursuant to the resolution adopted 
at Richmond in 1924, the Association paid the railway 
fares of all delegates to the Annual Convention, which 
was held in June at Grand Rapids, Michigan. It may 
be of interest therefore to report that through most cx- 
cellent arrangements made by our Treasurer, each dele- 
gate was paid right on the spot at the Convention, and 
the total cost to the Association was $7,062.37. 

It seems to the committee that the result of the year 
1925 and the general trend of our business during the 
year indicates the beginning of a return to reasonable 
prosperity. Certainly it indicates better conditions than 
existed a year ago, and as our situation undoubtedly re- 
flects to some extent the general situation in agriculture, 
we have reason to hope that we have seen the bottom 
of the greatest agricultural depression on record and may

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The Ayrshire Herd Test in Operation 


By C. T. CONKLIN, Secretary of the Ayrshire Breeders Association 


(Editor’s Note: There is no subject today claiming deeper 
interest on the part of our breeders nor which holds greater 
possibilities for constructive breed improvement than that of 
herd testing under some plan that is ‘practical, reasonably 
accurate and relatively inexpensive. The Ayrshire Breeders 
Association, at their annual meeting a year ago, adopted a 
herd test plan and it has now been in operation for some 
months. In order that Holstein breeders may have the benefit 
of the Ayrshire experience, we have asked Secretary Conklin 
to tell us some of the things they have learned about this 
proposition through their experience with it.) 


UR first six months experience indicates that the 
Herd Test has a secure place in our breed program. 
We now have some fifty herds with about fifteen 
hundred cows enrolled. We have suffered just as serious 
a loss in the number of cows on Advanced Registry test 
as any breed, but notwithstanding this serious decline we 
now have more Ayrshires on 
test than at any other time in 


testing association work. Moreover, the identity of many 
of our pure bred cows that have made records ip local 
associations has been lost to the breed, while the Herd 
Test makes each individual cow’s record available. 
Still another criticism is the questioning oj the 
accuracy of supervision. With a maximum of twenty 
cows for each supervisor in a day and only a one day 
test the entire system has been condemned by some 
critics. Up-to-date there have been no unusually high 
records to make us believe that the Herd Test invites 
fraud. It is doubtful in my mind if it is as easy ty 
practice deception that will increase the averages of ‘ 
herd of twenty cows as to alter the records of one or typ 
cows.

Still another group that is interested in the Herd Test 
is the estate owner, usually an active businessman who 
enjoys the ownership of good cattle but seldom has time 
to really study actual conditions in his herd. 


We are sending to each man with cattle on the Herd 
Test a monthly report of the production of each cow 
together with a debit or credit for feed consumed. We 
have been receiving a great many very favorable com- 
ments on this method of reporting from all classes of 
breeders, particularly the estate owner who perhaps sees 
his cattle but rarely. Of course, this system would be 
valueless if these reports were not promptly returned, and 
as a consequence we make it a point to have them in the 
mails by the 25th of the following month. 


Undoubtedly your Holstein breeders are interested pri- 
marily in the criticisms that we have received of the 
Herd Test plan. Most frequetly the question is raised 
as to what advantage the Herd Test has over the cow 
testing association. Undoubtedly there is a more careful 
checking and the standardization of methods in Herd Test 
supervision that does not obtain in all states duving cow 





would be useless to develop 
a different plan of testing un- 
less the feature of economy was incorporated, and they 
also felt that the one-day test as a basis for the herd 
average could be made quite accurate. Recent studies 
by several different agencies support the contention that 
the one-day test is not nearly as inaccurate as was formerly 
believed. I feel quite confident that a further study of this 
subject, based on entire herds, will furnish further proof 
that the one day test is of sufficient value to be recog- 
nized. We are making studies in this field with several 
herds that we are testing for two days instead of one, and 
we hope to have some information on this subject. 
Perhaps the most valid criticism of the Herd Test 
is the fact that it works a hardship on the man owning 
cows of proven worth as breeders, some of which may be 
unsound or beyond their prime. Perhaps such a herd 
of good breeding cows should not be entered in the Herd 
Test. The progeny of such cows will doubtless sell 
whether their dams are on test or not, but it has been 
the observation of our Herd Test Committee that for one 
such cow that should be retained there are probably 
scores that are being unprofitably maintained and con 
tributing very little toward the advancement of the 
breed. Rather than attempt to define the cows that

A Class B Champion 


Jewel Pietertje Clothilde Fayne

She also 
was carried through for the full year 
with a production of 23,677.1 Ibs. milk 
and 798 lbs. fat, just being uosed out 
for first place for fat production and 
setting up a new Class B mark for 
milk production in the 365-day divi- 
sion. She is a granddaughter of Dutch- 
land Creamelle Korndyke Lad. Bred 
and owned by J. G. Ellis, Lee, Mass. 





Three Times a Winner 


in Guelph 


Springbank Adelaide Pontiac 57402 
C. H. B., owned by T. H. Dent & Son, 
Springbank Farm, Woodstock, Onta- 
rio has won the mature class over all 
breeds in the Dairy Test at the Onta- 
rio Provincial Winter Fair at Guelph 
for the last three consecutive years, 
winning sweepstakes over ail ages and 
breeds in 1924 and 1925, and being 
beaten for’ this honor in 1923 by 
Springbank Snow Countess, then com- 
peting as a three-year-old. The total 
winnings of Adelaide for ine three 
years at this one fair amounted to 
$625. 

She made a 7-day record of over 
30 lbs. butter after coming home from 
Guelph last fall, and is now running 
strong on R. O. P. Im fact, she is 
giving promise of making a real year 
record.

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Significant Sale Figures 


PECIAL attention should be given to one of the 
S features in our Review of the Past Year in Holstein 

Affairs, published last week. We refer to the analy- 
sis of sale figures comparing the first four months of 1926 
with a similar period for 1925. 

These figures give a striking picture of the improve- 
ment in the Holstein market. Practically the same num- 
ber of animals were sold in the two periods under con- 
sideration the 1925 total being 1,654 and for 1926 it was 
1,657 head. The figures for 1926 are based on twenty- 
seven sales held in twelve states, all sections of the coun- 
try leing represented. These are not selected figures but 
represent every sale of which we were able to get a de- 
tailed report during this period. 

The 1926 sales for this period made an average of 
$235, while the 1925 sales, covering a similar period, aver- 
aged $183.88, an increase of 27.8 per cent in the average 
selling price. Surely this is definite evidence that better 
prices are prevailing for Holstein cattle. 


The sale figures also make a striking argument in 
favor of doing Advanced Registry work. The cows sold 
with semi-official records, numbering 111, made an aver- 
age of $480.04, an increase of over thirty per cent in the 
prices paid as compared with a year ago. The average 
for cows over two vears of age without records and from 
untested dams was $177.81, an increase of over 15 per 
cent as compared with the previous year. It will be noted 
here that the cows with semi-official records averaged 2.7 
times as much as those without records and from untested 
dams. 

The value of records also is apparent in the case of 
younger animals from tested and untested dams. In the 
sales under consideration, heifers under two years of age 
from yearly record dams, sixty-eight in number, averaged 
$266.58. while those of this age from untested dams aver- 
aged $90.20, or almost three times as much for the daugh- 
ters of long-time record cows. Incidentally, the daugh- 
ters of tested dams showed an average selling price more 
than 30 per cent higher than was the case a year ago. 

Better demand for good bulls is clearly reflected also 
in these figures: Young bulls from short-time record 
dams averaged $209.77 as compared with $139.16 for 1925 
or an increase of over 50 per cent in the valuation. In 
these sales, ninety-four bulls from semi-official record 
dams were sold and they made an average of $433.70. 
In the case of these comparatively small numbers, a few 
outstanding prices have an undue influence on the aver- 
age. But by omitting the price of the highest selling bull 
of this age for the 1926 period and also in the 1925 pe- 
riod, we find that the average of yearly record bulls is 
over twice as high for 1926 as for 1925. Compared with 
these figures, the sons from untested dams made an aver- 
age of only $71.04, the only item in the whole classifica- 
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tion running below the 1925 figures, the sons of untesteq 
dams for that period averaging $87.53. 

We submit these figures in evidence as exhibit “4” jp 
proof of the proposition that better times in the Holstein 
industry are actually here and unless all signs fail ¢ 
will continue to improve for some time to come.

The Cover 


UR cover illustration this week shows a part of the 
O milking herd at the Pontiac State Hospital, Pontiac, 

Michigan. This is one of the famous herds of the 
breed and the Pontiac name is known wherever Holsteins 
are discussed. In its earlier days, it was known as the 
Eastern Michigan Asylum herd and had its beginning in 
1885 with the purchase of the registered Holstein sire, 
Don Juan. The first purebred females were purchased in 
1893, the real foundation of the herd coming from the 
famous Henry Stevens herd at Lacona, N. Y., through the 
purchase of fifteen cows at $100 per head, and a bull, Sir 
Inka Artis Mechthilde, at $50. Among the cows pur: 
chased from the Stevens herd was Magadora, a daughter 
of Netherland Hengerveld, sired by Milla’s Pietertje 
Netherland, and in calf to De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy, one of 
the great sons of De Kol 2d. The resulting offspring was 
named Hengerveld De Kol, now considered by many 
breeders to be the greatest Holstein sire of all time. He 
was retained in service in this herd until October, 1904, 
when he was sold to A. A. Cortelyou, of New Jersey, for 
$1,500. In 1899, Pontiac Korndyke, a son of Belle Korn- 
dyke, was purchased from Henry Stevens & Son, for $150, 
and he stood in service here along with Hengerveld De 
Kol until he was sold at about the same time to E. H. 
Dollar, of Heuvelton, N. Y., for $1,000. Probably no herd 
has ever been headed by two such noted sires as Henger- 
veld De Kol and Pontiac Korndyke who were in service 
together here for more than six years. Among the 
famous record makers bred at Pontiac from this combi- 
nation were Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d, first 37-lb. cow 
and the first cow to make 1,000 lbs. butterfat in a year; 
her full sister, Pontiac Rag Apple; Pontiac Pet, the second 
37-lb. cow; King of the Pontiacs, Pontiac Aaggie Korn- 
dyke, and many others of the breed’s elite too numerous 
to mention. Following the sale of these two famous 
bulls, Pontiac Burke was used, he being sired by Duchess 
Ormsby Butter King and out of a daughter of De Kol 
Burke. Two bulls of their own breeding were also 
retained, these being Pontiac Apollo, a son of Hengerveld 
De Kol and Pontiac Hesseltje Korndyke, and a son of 
Pontiac Korndyke. All three proved successful sires, 
although not as sensational, of course, as their predeces- 
sors. More recent herd sires have been Beets Walker, 
Sir Clothilde Concordia and Flint Hengerveld Lad. Beets 
Walker sired Pontiac Irene, whose record of 1102 Ibs. 
butter in a year as a senior two-year-old stood for nearly 
six years as a world’s record in her class. Flint Henger- 
veld Lad sired the highest 7-day producer ever developed 
in this herd this being Pontiac Barine, who made a 7-day 
record as a senior four-year-old of 39.06 Ibs. The present 
herd sires are College Butter Boy and Bell Farm King 
Sylviaj College Butter Boy, a first prize winner at 
Michigan State Fair, is from a 32-lb. and 1,100-lb. dam of 
great quality. He carries two crosses of the blood of 
Hengerveld De Kol together with Pontiac Butter Boy and 
Belle Sarcastic. Bell Farm King Sylvia, former Bell 
Farm herd sire, is by Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac and 
out of the famous 1,100-lb. cow, Susie Abbekerk Colantha, 
better known on the show circuit as “White Susie.” The 
present Pontiac State Hospital herd contains four cows 
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with 7-day records from 30 to 39 lbs. and twenty-seven 
others from 20 to 29 Ibs. There are seventeen cows in 
the herd with long-time records, fifteen of them having 
peen made in heifer form, including ten in the 800 and 
900-lb. class. The average production of the entire herd 
of seventy-four cows and heifers for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1925, is 10,643.1 lbs. milk per cow, a very credit- 
able average for a herd of that size.

New York Refuses Recognition, Also 


EW YORK STATE joins the growing list of states 
refusing to recognize the certificates issued by the 

Holstein-Friesian Registry Association, Inc., of 
Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, as proof of pure breeding in 
the payment of tuberculosis indemnities. Similar action 
has previously been taken by Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
Ohio, Michigan and Minnesota. Concerning the attitude of 
New York State in the matter, H. J. Henry, assistant com- 
missioner of the Department of Farms and Markets. writes 
to the World. 

“Only one case of-.a tuberculous animal registered in 
the Harrisburg Association has come before us for 
official attention and, after careful investigation, we 
have withheld recognition of the certificate issued upon 
that animal, contending that no sufficient proof had 
yet been placed in our hands indicating beyond rea- 
‘sonable doubt that the animal was a pure bred animal 
and eligible to registry, and also contending that the 
Association was not yet a recognized association. Our 
law provides that in order that indemnity be paid on a 
higher level, the animal must first be pure bred and, 
second, registered in a recognized association. 

“As a result of this withholding of recognition by 
this Department, we have been served with a peremp- 
tory Mandamus by an attorney ostensibly representing 
the owner of the anima! in question, but we have some 
reason to believe the attorney in question, one Van 
Gorder of Buffalo, is actually in this matter representing 
the new association. The Mandamus was originally 
returnable in Buffalo, May 24th, but an extension has 
been granted and it is now returnable in Buffalo, June 
7th. We are preparing evidence to be submitted at that 
time.”’ 

The outlaw association may prove pretty expensive to 
breeders who patronize it, but what a windfall it will be 
to the various legal gentlemen who have attached them- 


selves to its colors! 


Milk Standards 


HE following information regarding present state 
Tews and federal ruling on fat content and total 

solids of market milk is of special interest in view 
of the resolution offered by Mr. W. B. Barney, legislative 
and dairy specialist of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America, approving of a standard for the Government 
score card of 3.25 per cent fat and not less than 11.75 
per cent total solids, which is offered for the consideration 
of the convention at Des Moines next week. The informa- 
tion given is furnished by Mr. Barney. 

Federal Definition For Milk 


Milk is the whole, fresh, clean, lacteal secretion 
obtained by the complete milking of one or more 
healthy cows, properly fed and kept, excluding that 
obtained within fifteen days before and five days 
after calving, or such longer period as may be neces- 
sary to render the milk practically coiostrum-free. 
State Laws and Federal Ruling on Fat Content and 

Total Solids in Milk 
Number of states using Federal ruling for both fat 
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Thirty-nine states have 3.25 per cent fat require- 
ment or less. 
‘Two have fat requirements of 3.35. Seven have 
3.50, making nine above 3.25 fat. 
Total Solids 
Twenty-four have requirements of 11.75 or less. 
Sixteen have requirements of more than 11.75 and 
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up to 12.50. Three states have the latter require- 
ment. There are no states with a 4 per cent fat 
requirement. 

Many states have no requirement for solids.

Charles Bigler, whose resolution, appearing in the Call 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America threatens 
to deprive the non-owning members of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America from representation in all 
future annual meetings, was interviewed by your corres- 
pondent regarding the reception which his resolution is 
receiving. While Mr. Bigler cannot be quoted directly 
we were given to understand that the resolution was 
placed in the Call “just for discussion.” Mr. Bigler was 
very much surprised when informed that it had been re- 
ported that he put this in in order to have his name 
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printed in the Call and emphatically denied that any such 
motive accentuated his proposed legislation. 

“I would rather withdraw the resolution from discus- 
sion” said Mr. Bigler, “than to have it believed that I was 
endeavoring to gain any publicity for myself out of the 
proposition.” 

L. L. Oldham, who is expected to back the resolution 
to the limit with the entire vote of Wisconsin, hus issued 
no statement regarding the expected line-up of votes on 
this matter of tremendous importance to all Holstein 
breeders. It is well known, however, that Mr. Oldham’s 
desire to be relieved from representation as a delegate at 
future meetings is back of his advocacy of the Bigler res- 
olution. 

Representatives of the World, a Holstein publication, 
who were reported to be very much chagrined because the 
resolution was apparently aimed at members of that or- 
ganization who might also be members of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, were in seclusion and 
could not be interviewed. It is believed. however, that 
they will offer no objection to the resolution. 

Other matters in the Call including selective registra- 
tion and the herd test are being forced into the back- 
ground by the discussion of the tremendously important 
Bigler resolution. It is suggested that President Lowden 
may rule that this matter come up for discussion on the 
first day so that each delegate may have an opportunity 
to express himself fully upon the matter. 


Due to the amount of time that will be required for 
debate upon the Bigler resolution it is possible that «the 
election of officers and the selection of a place for the 
next convention may be put over for one year.

IT IS A DUTY OF BREEDERS TO HELP ERADICATE ABORTION DISEASE 


HE MOST favorable seat for the growth and development of Bacillus Bang is in the fetal membranes of the 

pregnant uterus and in the developed udder. It also has been found in the genital tract of infected bulls 

and in the stomach and intestines of newly born and aborted calves from infected dams. These should be 
considered as sources of infection. 


Since the pregnant uterus is one of the most favorable seats for the growth and development of Bacillus abortus 
Bang, cows should be regarded as the most dangerous spreaders at the time of abortion and for a short time 
afterwards through discharges from the uterus and vagina. Next to the aborted cow infected cows at apparent- 
ly normal calving time are dangerous spreaders. A cow does not necessarily need to abort to become a spread- 
er. Not all animals affected with tuberculous develop the typical symptoms of this disease, neither do all cows 
abort that are infected with Bang bacillus. In either case, however, the affected animals may be spreaders of the 
cause of the disease in question. 


The Bacillus Bang has not been found in the uterus of cows for more than 58 days after an abortion or ap- 
parently normal calving and seldom has it been found later than 30 days subsequent to calving. After this time 
there should be little danger of healthy bulis becoming mechanical carriers from serving infected cows. 


All animals infected with Bang Bacillus should be considered dangerous spreaders. All materials contaminated 
with Bang Bacillus should be considered sources of infection. The intestinal discharge from calves suckling in- 
fected mothers should be considered a source of infection. A large percentage of infected cows are life-time car- 
riers of Bang Bacillus in the udder and their milk should be considered a source of infection. 


It has been shown that abortion can be produced by teeding materials containing Bang Bacillus and it is he- 
lieved that most infections are contracted through materials contaminated and eaten as food or taken into th: 
mouth in some other way. All food and water should therefor be guarded against becoming contaminated with 
Bang Bacillus.

The present 
herd sire is Triune Ormsby Piebe 20th, 
a son of Triune Ormsby Piebe that 
resembles very closely his noted 
grandsire, King Pietertje Ormsby 
Piebe. This bull weighs 1,700 lbs. as 
a two-year-old and is siring some very 
attractive calves. Some of these 
youngsters will appear in Iowa show 
rings this fall. The herd of ten milk- 
ing females, of which only two are 
mature cows, two four-year-olds, one 
three-year-old, and five two-year-olds 
and yearlings, averaged 38.55 lbs. fat 
for January, 36.48 lbs. during the short 
month of February and over 39 Ibs. 

This was the amount 
sold and does not credit the gallon and 
a half of milk a day used in the family 
and all the butter required aiso. This 
was under practical herd conditions 
with the cattle running out every day 
to get their drinking water.

Each of these general heads is elaborated upon in de- 
tail by Mr. Cooper and we will summarize the results 
given, taking the projects up in order. 

1. Dairy Legislation. Activities under this head were 
in charge of Mr. W. B. Barney, dairy specialist of the Ex- 
tension Service. His work was principally along the lines 
of helping to secure the passage of the anti-filled milk 
law and the false advertising law, prohibiting the use of 
dairy terms and illustrations in connection with olea- 
margarine advertising. Assistance has been given in se- 
curing the passage of one or both of these laws in twenty- 
nine states. The most notable achievement of the year, 
however, was the securing of the modification of the 
Federal market milk score card, doing away with that 
provision of the card which required 4 per cent fat and 
12.7 per cent total solids for perfect milk. This change in 
the card is already having its effect on the various city 
councils and boards of health all over the country. 

2. Boys’ and Girls’ Calf Club Work. Through all of 
the ups and downs of the Extension Program since 1922. 
the work with boys’ and girls’ calf clubs has been carried 
on consistently. The year 1925 shows an enrollment of 
calf club members in our Association of 10,243. Thirty- 
one states are represented in this work for 1925 and 1,259 
ealf club leaders, local, county and state. are cooperating 
with our Association. The Calf Club News is sent out 
periodically to 9,500 interested people. A total of 4,509 
copies of the Calf Club Manual were distributed during 
the year, and $1,592.34 in prize money for junior events 
was distributed in twenty-seven state and national con- 
tests. 

3. Booth Exhibits at Shows and Fairs. Special effort 
was made during the year 1925 to encourage as many 
Holstein booth exhibits as possible at National. State and 
County Fairs. Two types of help are furnished in regard 
to booths. One is the county booth package exhibit, 
which is sent free of charge to any county or state Hol- 
stein secretary. This package is made uv of bulletins, 
posters and pictures of our cattle. The second type of 
exhibit service is in the nature of material which is sold 
to the state or county unit at the exact cost of produc- 
tion. This is a more elaborate booth, inclvding booth 
backgrounds, banners and decorations for cattle stalls, 
ete., material for decorating. True Type pictures on 
muslin and Holstein hats for herdsmen and Holstein 
boosters. National booth exhibits prepared by the Ex- 
tension Service were put on at the National Dairy Show, 
Eastern States Exposition, Waterloo Dairy Cattle Con- 
gress, Pacific International Live Stock Exposition and 
the American Royal Show at Kansas City. The details 
of these five exhibits are given by Mr. Cooper in his re- 
port. Booths were conducted by state associations at 21 
shows, county exhibits at 172 shows and special Holstein 
milk booths at 12 shows. 

4. Cooperation with Agricultural High Schoo! Instruc- 
tors. This item covers the furnishing of Holstein litera- 
ture, True Type pictures, score cards, etc., to teachers in 
a large proportion of the 2,500 Smith-Hughes Agricultural 
High Schools. 

5. Purebred Sire and Cow Testing Association Work. 
In helping to promote these activities, nearly 900 copies 
of the Purebred Sire Chart, featuring the famous Ames 
experiment, were sent out by request to creameries, cheese 
factories, county agents and others. Over 21,000 copies 
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of the bulletin entitled “Purpose of the Purebred” were 
distributed through various channels, and almost 3,000 of 
the Better Dairy Sire Manuals. In promoting cow testing 
association work, 4,62¢ copies of the Cow Testing Aggo. 
ciation Manual were used during the year to help supple- 
ment literature on the subject from other Extension 
agencies. 

6. Assistance with Better Sire Trains. Literature ang 
personal work was furnished for a number of better sire 
treins through the western section of our country, the 
True Type models being furnished in three cases to 
demonstrate the type of the breed. 

7. General Field Work. Fieldmen from the Nationa) 
Extension Service attended 210 meetings during 1925 with 
a total attendance of 17,876. These meetings in the main 
were held in connection with county and state association 
gatherings, meetings at colleges of agriculture, calf club 
gatherings, state dairy conventions, chambers of commerce 
bankers’ meetings, etc. These representatives also held 
829 field conferences and made 263 farm visits. Forty-two 
special meetings with boys’ and girls’ calf clubs were re. 
ported by the various fieldmen. Other activities of the 
fieldmen included assistance at boys’ and girls’ demonstra- 
tions and judging contests, helping with cow testing asgo- 
ciation and purebred sire campaigns, radio talks over 
local stations, demonstrations, especially on the True 
Type, at a number of gatherings, planning of booths for 
local exhibits, and arranging for publicity in local and 
state papers. 

8. Continuation of the True Type Work. During the 
year, 52,949 pictures of the True Type cow and bull were 
distributed to breeders, teachers, calf club members, ex- 
tension workers and others. The True Type models have 
found wide use in 48 colleges or institutions and for class 
room instruction, displays at fairs, etc. Five thousand 
copies of the judging manual were distributed during the 
year. 

9. Publicity for Holstein Records and Achievements. 
A consistent program of sending important Holstein news 
to two hundred farm, dairy and general newspapers was 
carried out. These include exceptional cow testing asso- 
ciation records, national and state records from the Ad- 
vanced Registry office and human interest stories. 

10. Cattle Advertising aid Followup of Requests. 
Twenty-five mediums, having a combined circulation of 
1,868,166, were used during the year. This advertising has 
resulted in a large correspondence, inquiries for cattle 
being referred to the various state secretaries. Where 
no state secretary is actively engaged, such inquiries are 
referred to county associations, dairy specialists at the 
colleges, county agents, other breeders in the immediate 
vicinity, or any reliable parties who might be able to help. 

11. Distribution of Holstein Literature. During the 
year a total of 163,402 pieces of Holstein literature were 
distributed.. These are listed in detail in the report. 
Plans are now under way for the preparation of additional 
up-to-date material of value. 

12. Holstein Milk Survey Conferences. The Extension 
Service has carried on through the fall and winter a series 
of survey conferences designed to get definite information 
as to the specific problems of breeders in the various 
sections. These meetings have proved to be very helpful. 
A special report on these conferences will be made after 
all have been completed. 

13. Coperation with State Holstein Associations. Two 
methods of working with the state associations have been 
followed in the use of the transfer fee apportionments. 
Under one plan the money is paid directly to the state 
organization on the basis of fifty cents for each transfer 
made within that state, and the other is for the money 
to be expended directly by the National Extension Serv- 
ice, the transfer apportionment being applied to the 
salaries and expenses of the field men employed directly 
by the National. An effort is being made for 1926 to 
bring about a closer cooperative effort betwen the Na- 
tional and state Holstein organizations. 





14. Miscellaneous Activities. These include radio 
talks, the circulation of Holstein films and slides, etc.

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Gardner Report No. 7 


The seventh report of the current 
year from the A. R. office covers tests 
received at that office from March 3 
to 23, 1926. As the official year ended 
March 31st, only a few more reports 
may be expected on the year’s work. 

In the short time divisions, we find 
some good records reported at each 
sale. All except the two-year-old 
classes have at least one 30-lb. record 
(butter), and the two youngest classes 
both make a good showing. There are 
now 40-lb. cows reported, but there are 
two in the mature class above 30 Ibs. 
fat, representing the Pacific Coast and 
the Atlantic Seaboard. At the head of 
the list is Canary Snowball Gettie 
with 31.145 lbs. fat (38.93 lbs. butter) 
owned by State Hospital, Ft. Steila- 
coom, Wash. This great young cow 
will be remembered as breaking the 
World’s Record for junior three-year- 
olds with 959.72 lbs. butter, coming 
back as a junior four-year-old with 
40.21 lbs. butter. Her latest record of 
almost 39 lbs. was made just eleven 
months after the 40-lb. record. In sec- 
ond place is Oakland Rue Fayne with 
30.953 Ibs. fat (38.69 lbs. butter) own- 
ed by Albert Winter, Mahwah, N. J. 
Fourteen other mature cows have rec- 
ords in this report from 30 to 33 lbs. 
butter, coming from Pennsylvania, 
Michigan, New York, Wisconsin, Ne- 
braska, Colorado, Illinois, Minnesota, 
New Jersey and Maryland. From this 
it will be seen that while not as much 
testing is being done this year as in 
some former years, good records are 
still being made in all parts of the 
country. 

California has the top senior four- 
year-old in Mechthilde Pontiac Segis 
Lady, with 28.695 lbs. fat (35.87 Ibs. 
butter) owned by Pottenger Sanator- 
ium Co., Monrovia, Calif. The three 
other 30-lb. records in this class come 
from New Jersey, Michigan and New 
York. 

The top junior four-year-old of this 
report is Berks Queen Tweede Colan- 
tha with 25.98 lbs. fat (32.28 lbs. but- 
ter). She is a daughter of King 
Tweede Spring Farm, bred and owned 
by A. S. Deysher, Reading, Pa. 

The State Hospital at Yankton, S. 
D., has the leader in both the three- 
year-old classes. The senior three- 
year-old is Yankton Colantha Musie, 
with 35.74 lbs. butter, and the two 
leading junior three-year-olds are 
Yankton Veeman Beryl 2d (30.93 Ibs. 
butter) and Yankton Pietertje Gerben 
2d (30.02 lbs. Butter). W. G. Hough- 
ton, Lowville, N. Y., has the second 
highest senior three-year-old, Hylan 
Cottage Quality Johanna, with 34.8 
lbs. butter and in third place is Aag- 
gie Johanna Lothian De Kol with 33.58 
lbs. butter, owned by F. M. Osborne, 
Jr., Willoughby, Ohio. 

Mr. Deysher scores again in the se- 
nior two-year-old class with Lady Mat- 
ador of Berks (27.51 lbs. butter). She 
is another daughter of King Tweede 
Spring Farm. 

None of the junior two-year-olds 
quite made 20 lbs. fat but there are 
three above 19 lbs. fat. They are a 
daughter of the grand champion Far 
Oaks Sir Homestead Darkness, owned 
by Connecticut Reformatory, a daugh- 


ter of Prince Echo Rauwerd, owned by 
Traverse City State Hospital, and a 
daughter of King Segis Alcartra Pril- 
ly, owner by Pabst Holstein Farms. 


The 305-Day Division 


In this division we find a new Wash- 
ington State Champion for milk and 
fat, she is Beauty Jewel Johanna with 
26,473 lbs. milk containing 919.89 Ibs. 
fat (1,149.86 lbs. butter), owned by 
State Hospital, Sedro Wooley, Wash. 
This is the third highest butter record 
ever reported in the 305-day division. 
She will be remembered as finishing 
her year with 1,055 lbs. fat from 29,- 
775.9 lbs. butter, producing over 3,300 
Ibs. milk in her last 60 days. She car- 
ried her calf 116 days of her 305-day 
record. Five other cows in this report 
have records above 640 lbs. fat (800 
Ibs. butter) in the 305-day division, 
one of them being the senior three- 
year-old, Chesney Pietertje Sweet with 
845.52 lbs. butter from 20,248.5 Ibs. 
milk. This daughter of King Sweet is 
owned by Essex County Hospital, 
Cedar Grove, N. J. The other 800-lb. 
cows in the 305-day division of this 
report are owned by Penn. State Col- 
lege, J. L. Sebastian, Wasco, Calif., 
Detroit Creamery Farms, Mt. Clem- 
ens, Mich., and Mr. Pleasant State 
Hospital of Iowa. 


Yearly Tests 


In the 365-day division there are no 
1,000-lb. fat producers in Report No. 7, 
but there are fourteen records in Class 
A that range from 800 to 955 Ibs. fat, 
two of them heading the two four- 
year-old classes. At the head of the 
list in this bulletin is Lady Gerben 
Pauline with 935.15 lbs. fat (1,168.93 
lbs. butter) from 25,353 lbs. milk, own- 
ed by State Hospital, Clarinda, Iowa. 
She is the second 1,000-lb. daughter 
of Sir Gerben Pauline. Another above 
900 lbs. fat is Viola Oakland Pontiac 
Korndyke 2d with 905.88 lbs. fat (1,- 
132.35 Ibs. butter) owned by G. W. 
Colby, Manchester, N. H., who has 
turned out so many good records this 
year. She is a daughter of Henger- 
veld Ward Pontiac, who now has three 
1,000-lb. daughters and five averaging 
over 1,000 Ibs. butter. A second 1,100- 
lb. daughter of Colantha Sir Walker 
Korndyke is reported by Mt. Hermon 
School, Mt. Hermon, Mass. Another 
addition to the list of 30,000-lb. cows 
is listed in this bulletin. She is Friend 
Pietertje Gelsche Korndyke with 30,- 
536.8 lbs. milk containing 893.24 Ibs. 
fat, owned by The Larrowe Milling 
Co.. Detroit, Mich. The other 1,000- 
lb. butter producers listed come from 
Connecticut, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Illinois, Virginia, Utah, Nebras- 
ka and Michigan. Notice how New 
England is forging ahead in the mat- 
ter of good records. The two 1,000-Ib. 
four-year-olds are Varsity Piebe Kis- 
met (874.64 lbs. fat at 44% years) own- 
ed by University of Nebraska, and 
M B B Beauty with 807.79 lbs. fat at 
4 years, owned by J. F. Berkheimer, 
Homer, Mich. 

Each of the four younger classes 
has at least one heifer in this bulletin 
with better than 900 lbs. butter. Sar-

In the 365-day division a new Class 
B. Champion over all ages appears in 
this report. She is Iowana Fayne 
Fryslan with 871.56 lbs. fat (1,089.45 
Ibs. butter) from 25,638.7 lbs. milk, 
standing first for fat and second for 
butter, in Class B. She is a daughter 
of Sir Johanna Fayne, bred and devel- 
oped by Iowana Farms, Davenport, 
Iowa.

As Class B. grows 
in interest, Class C. is falling farther 
and farther behind. In Report No. 7 
there are only three records listed in 
Class C., of the yearly division and 
only seven in Class C. of the 305-day 
division, and only one of them ranks 
with the leading two-time records 
made before Class B. was instituted.

members of the herd are on test our 
present rules permit no exemption. 
I doubt very seriously if there will be 
any change’in this point of view. 
Undoubtedly the Advanced Reg- 
istry will continue to focus attention 
upon the high producing individual 
that cannot possibly receive as much 
glory from the Herd Test. Neverthe- 
less, we have considerable evidence 
to lead us to believe that the Herd 
Test is improving the rank and file 
of our herds, and that it is leading 
many of our breeders to more care- 
fully consider the subject of culling.

CONGRESS APPROPRIATES $4. 
653,000 FOR T B WORK 


After once refusing to eccept the 
report of the conferees, which placed 
the amount for federal indemnities 
and operating expenses for the fiscal] 
year 1926 at $4,653,000, the Senate 
finally accepted the report and adopt- 
ed it during the last week of April. 
As passed by the Senate, the bill pro- 
vides a total of $4,653,000 of which 
$975,000 is for operating expenses and 
$3,678,000 for indemnities. $750,000 
is made immediately available by the 
bill, and this will relieve the situation 
in those states where work has been 
held up because federal indemnity 
money was exhausted. 


A NEW SURVEY SHOWS BOVINE 
TUBERCULOSIS DECREASING 
Cooperative tuberculin testing, by 

Federal, State and county forces, has 

reduced the percentage of tuberculous 

cattle in the United States from 4% 

in 1922 to 2.8% in 1926, according toa 

survey completed May 1, by the United 

States Department of Agriculture. In- 

formation was also gathered which 

indicates that by 1936 approximately 

31% of the entire country will have 

reduced the percentage of infection to 

less than one-half of one per cent and 
will thus be classed as “modified ac- 
credited” area. 

But of more interest perhaps are 
the figures showing that most of the 
infection is confined to a comparative- 
ly small aréa. While the percentage 
of diseased cattle varies from less 
than one-half of one per cent in some 
counties to more than 23 per cent in 
others, practically 73 per cent of the 
estimated reactors yet to be condemn- 
ed are contained in 411 counties. The 
other 27 per cent of the estimated 
diseased cattle are scattered ihrough- 
out the remaining 2,658 counties 
where the average infection is less 
than 3 per cent. 

This gives a clear insight into the 
problem of total eradication of the 
disease. It is comparatively easy, 
with sufficient funds availabie, to free 
any county with less than 3 per cent 
infection. The problem, therefore, in 
this less infected section is one of 
proper initial testing and _ suffi- 
cient quarantine measures co protect 
against reinfection froni bad herds.

The Bureau of Agricultural Econom- 
ics makes public their tabulation on 


CS Sey aye milk prices for the month of May at 


the various primary markets. Prices 
given are based upon a 3.5% test, de- 
livered f. o. b. local shipping point 
or country plant. The May figures are 
down an average of nine cents a hun- 
dred pounds from the April figures 
but are six cents a hundred higher 
than the average for May of 1925. 
The May 1926 figures are $2.65 a hun- 
dred as an average for the entire 
country as compared with $2.74 for 
April and $2.59 a hundred for May 
1925. The extremes are the South At- 
lantic States with an average of $3.84 
a hundred at the top and the West 
North Central States with an aver- 
age of $1.91, the only section falling 
below the $2.00-mark, the price being 
twenty cents a hundred lower than it 
was in May of last year.

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Cow Testing Association Notes 








































The March report of Wisconsin cow 
testing association work shows that a 
total of 53,629 cows were tested in 
3,709 herds during that month. Of 
this number there were 10,288, or 
approximately one-fifth, 40-lb. cows in 
the 138 associations reporting. The 
largest number of 40-lb. cows in a 
Single association this month was 
found in the Caledonia-Mt. Pleasant 
Association. which reported 168 pro- 
ducing above that figure. George 
Schmidt, of the Allenton-Kohlsville C. 
T. A., had the honor of bringing out 
the high herd average for the state, 
his herd of five grade Holsteins main- 
taining an average of 60 lbs. fat. 





Mur! E. Tascher, tester for the Will 
County, Illinois, Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment Association, reports 537 cows 
tested during March. Of this number 
thirty-six were condemned to the 
butcher as not producing enough to 
pay for their feed. Twenty of these 
were replaced by supposedly good 
grade and purebred cows. With five 
exceptions, the entire list of mature 
cows producing above the 40-lb. mark 
were grade or purebred Holsteins, 
there being thirty-eight of this breed. 
A grade Holstein in the Illinois State 
Penitentiary herd headed the list with 
69.5 Ibs. fat, 2,046 lbs. milk. Another 
grade Holstein member of the same 
herd was in second place with 67.7 
lbs. fat, 1,831 Ibs. milk. All the four- 
year-old cows producing above 35 Ibs.

39.6 lbs. fat, 1,163 lbs. milk. 





Allegheny County, Pa., cow testing 
association, L. M. Stark, tester, re- 
ports that twenty-five herds were 
tested in March. Ninety-six cows pro- 
duced over 40 lbs. fat, 41 over 50 Ibs. 
and four sold as unprofitable. Hol- 
steins came in for their share of the 
high honors. A purebred Holstein, 
owned by A. B. Craig, headed the list 
of ten high cows for fat production 
with 75.43 lbs., 1,934 lbs. milk. The 
ten high cows for milk, headed by a 
purebred Holstein owned by the 
County Home with 2,027 lbs., were all 
purebred Holsteins with one excep- 
tion, a grade Guernsey in ninth place. 
The Craig herd took all honors for 
herd averages this month. This herd 
of nine purebred Holsteins averaged 
49.80 lbs. fat, 1,361 Ibs. milk for the 
month and returned $26.79 profit per 
head, which was also high for this 
association. 





O’Brien County, Iowa, reports a 
total of 226 cows tested during March, 
which averaged 802.1 lbs. milk, 30.67 
lbs. fat.. Six cows were sent to the 
butcher as unprofitable and six more 
were sold for dairy purposes. More 
than half of the cows in milk pro- 
duced over a pound of fat per day 
during March and 36 produced from 
40 to 50 lbs. This association now 
boasts sixty purebred females in the 
association and seventeen purebred 
bulls one addition being made this 
month by J. B. Bauer, who purchased 
a grandson of Creator.

We have received from  Penn- 
sylvania a very interesting 
tabulation showing the work of 
the various cow testing associations 
in that state for the year 1925.

This 
is 12 associations more than in the 
1924 summary. A total of 14,797 cows 
in these associations were tested dur- 
ing all or part of the year and the 
average production per cow was 
7,343 Ibs. milk, 283 Ibs. fat, this being 
34 Ibs. milk per cow more than for 
1924. The fat average is down 3.5 
Ibs. and is accounted for by the thow 
sands of cows on test for the first 
time included in the report. The 
Cumberland Association with an aver- 
age number of 253.68 cows maintain- 
ed the highest fat average for the 
year with 333.5 Ibs. fat 9390 Ibs. 
milk. We are pleased to note that 
the list of herds averaging more than 
400 Ibs. fat for the year is headed by 
a Holstein herd, made up of both 
grades and purebreds. This herd is 
owned by Lewis A. Zimmerman, of 
the Carbon County C. T. A., and 
twenty cows averaged 519.6 Ibs. fat, 
15,958 Ibs. milk. Wallace Drumhel- 
ler’s herd of seven purebred Holsteins 
is in second place with an average of 
476 lbs. fat, 13,645 Ibs. milk. High- 
teen herds completed averages of 400 
Ibs. fat or more for 1925. Seventeen 
cows produced above 600 Ibs. fat, 
This list shows the struggle for top 
honors mostly between Holsteins. and 
Jerseys, the Jersey winning out for 
first place, followed closely by a pure- 
bred Holstein owned by O. D. Smith 
with 757.3 Ibs. fat, 20,167 Ibs. milk for 
the year. Another Jersey is in third

Figures 
ghow that a fairly uniform increase 
has ben maintained in Pennsylvania 
ever since. In 1914 the total number 
of 300-Ib. herds was four and in 1925 
the total averaging above this mark 
was 301.

Vermont reports 5,419 cows in 328 
herds tested during March, avereging 
631 Ibs. milk and 27-7 lbs. fat and 
showing an average test of 4.4 per 
cent fat. C. W. Brown, of the Ascut- 
ney C. T. A., is the owner of the 
high cow for the month. This is a 
grade Holstein with 89.9 lbs. fat, 1,- 
543 Ibs. milk. 





L. A. Seath, Albert Lea, Minn., re- 
ports that Freeborn County breeders 
tested 198 cows during February that 
produced 40 Ibs. or more fat. Of 
this number, sixty-one were purebred 
and twenty-eight grade Holsteins, a 
total of 89 for the black and white 
breed. The high cow was a purebred 
Holstein, owned by Alfred Berghurd, 
of Albert Lea. This cow produced 
1,870 lbs. milk and 89.8 Ibs. fat. 
Seven members of this herd were on 
the 40-lb. list. The high herd was that 
of O. H. Nelson, whose 18 grade 
Holsteins averaged 1,084 Ibs. milk 
and 39 Ibs. fat. Chas. Calverly & 
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Sons, of Ellendale, had fourteen cows 
on the 40-Ib. list, these averaging 56.7 
lbs. fat and the entire milking herd 
of twenty-eight cows averaged 1,141 
lbs. milk and 32.75 lbs. fat. 





Side lights on the progress of the 
“Better Sires—Better Stock” move- 
ment fostered by the United States 
Department of Agriculture indicate a 
fast-growing public-opinion in favor 
of improved livestock. In disposing of 
an inferior-grade bull recently, in 
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order to qualify for participation in 
better-sires work, a resident of Callo- 
way County, Ky., remarked that in his 
locality all except good purebred bulls 
are “out of date.” A report from Old- 
ham County, Ky., furnished by the 
county agent, credits livestock-im- 
provement work with an increased 
annual income of $128,968 to farmers 
of the county. At the time of the re- 
port Oldham County had 248 pure- 
bred-sire users. The figure mentioned 
includes returns from cattle, sheep, 
hogs, and poultry.
